ul history, ancient and modern, was 
Himself a Jew, and so the solid and in- 
destrectable foundation _ (humanly 
speaking) upon which the superstruc- 
‘ure of Curistianity stands is Jewish to 
the last atom To this may be added 
the fact that the permanent benefit 
conferred upon the British nation, past 
and present, by those illusfrious Jews 
vno have lived and laboured and died 
under British rute has laid us under 
an abiding obligation to the Hebrew 
race, 

The Land of Palestine, too, is scar- 
tely less remarkable than the race of 
vhich ii,was birth place. Apart from 
it’s physical peculiarities, which dn 
themselves are ‘of peculiar interest, the 
land of the Jews was the subject of 
some of the very oldest prophecies in 
the Bible, notably those of Leviticus 
and Deuteronomy, as well as those of 
‘ater date, Ezekiel and Isaiah. In 
these ancient books we find very astrt- 
‘ing predictions concerning both the 
tand and the people. For, in foretel- 
‘ing that the country should be par- 
tially desolate so long only as the Jewe 
should be scattered among the nations, 
‘he old Prophets predicted what in 


hoth respects was extremely impro-| jt 


habie. Though it was no matter or 
onder that the rebellious Jews should 
be scattered, and still less surprising 
‘hat Palestine should be desolated by 
the contentions of the surrounding tri- 
Nal states. jt was certainly remarkable 
‘fiat the two predictions should “run 
yarallel with each other.” The circum. 
stances involved in these two classes 
of prophecy appear to admit of but 
ome explanation, viz., that the scatter- 
ing of the people, and the partial deso- 
‘ation of the country were closely re- 
lated cach to the other, - 

In what way then is it probable that 
1 conection exists between the two 
classes, i.e, that the people and their 
Land should be preserved for each 
other? In this connection it must be 
temembered that the Hebrew people 
to this day are a distinctly separate 
tace though scattered among the na- 
tions. In London alone there are more 
Jews than in Palestine, and yet they 
comprise as distinct a race as the 
Chinese in Canada, ort the Japanese

W.T. STEAD DEALS WITH SOME OF THE STORIES AFLOAT, ° 
> REGARDING GEORGE V. 3 
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Canadians and citizens of the Em- 
pire generally in the Dominion be- 
yond the seas -are happily situated if 
they have been beyond the sound of 
certain whispered slanders which have 
frequently been heard in England as 
affecting the character of the present 
King, Never above a whisper, never 
appearing in pyrint, these slanders 


have for years assailed His Majesty— 


the only man in the whole kingdom 
unable to strike a blow in defence of 
his honor and reputation. Men over 
their glasses and women over their 
tea cups have not hesitated to say 


that in his younger days, when Prince 


George was but a youth, and_ his 
brother was heir to the throne, he 
married an admiral’s daughter in Mal- 
ta, and by ‘her had. two children. To 
this infamous lie was added another; 
that His Majesty, while Prince “of 
Wales, was of intemperate habits. 
The story of the Maltest marriage 
would brand the King as morally a 
bigamist, his Queen no truce queen, 
his children, in the eyes of the world, 
ilelgitimate. The second lie, relating 
to intemperance is ‘hardly less injur- 
ious. In the current number ‘of the 
Review of Reviews, in-an article en- 
titled: “The Personal Character of the 
New King,” these slanders are exam- 
ined in circumstantial detail, and in a 
manner to delight the heart of every 
loyal subject, of every honest. man 
and woman, are nailed to the counter, 

W. T. Stead, whose, reputation as a 
writer is won'd wide, starts off ‘by 
quoting Lord Roseberry's public tes- 
timony to His Majesty's lofty stand- 
ard of conduct. Here are Lord Rose- 
berry'’s words: “He (the King) has 
led a pure, healthy, and abstemious 
life; Ge is a good husband and a good 
father, He will exhibit on the throne 
domestic virtues which are dear to this 
country.” 

“So far as can be ascertained,” adds 
Mr. Stead, “so far from being given to. 
intemperance, George V. is probably 
the most abstemious King who has 
ever ascended the English throne, I 
do mot say that he is a Good Templar 
or a Rechabite, or a pledged tcctotaler, 
But I do say with confidence on the 
authority of men who know him inti- 
mately, who have lived with him, din- 
ed with him, supped with Gim, that. 
although he sometimes takes a glass 
of wine his usual, beverages ,are: dis- 
tilled’ or mineral” water and milk. 
Some have gone go far as to assure 
me that he has not allowed a drop of 
alcohol to cross his lips for two years. 
That is an exaggeration. Others pro- 
fess to have seen him take a nightcap 
of whiskey and soda. But the evi- 
dence of those who know him best is 
that there is not a man more abstem- 
ious in the use of intoxicants among 
all the millions who own his sway. 
And as he is now so he has heen all 
his life—sober, temperate, abstem- 
gos,” 

The King is famous as being one of 
the best shots in the kingdom. Once 
“he achieved the remarkable feat of 
having four dead birds in the air at 
once. Employing one barrel, he kided 
a bird 60 yards high. Changing his 
gun and firing the right and left bar- 
rels, he again killed, and before the 
first bird was ten yards from che 
ground he had again changed his gun, 
fired and killed,” Such a feat would

be impossible to any man whose nerve 
had been shattered by strong drinks. 

“Nearly everybody in any. general 
company will tell you,’ continues the 
writer, “more or. les -scircumstantial 
stories of how Prince George was 
married to an. admiral’s daughter at 
Malta at a time when he never ex- 
pected to be ca!led to the Throne.

“The Queen Alexandra, in this elab- 
orated romance, is said to have flung 
cherself with tears at the feet of Queen 
Victoria, imploring ‘that relentless old 
lady to waive the objection to a mar- 
riage with a subject.

in California. And then, as to their 
land; time and time again it has been 
subdued, but its occupation has been 
but temporary. - The Romans, the Mo- 
hammedans, the Crusaders, and the 
Turks have all claimed conquest of the 
Holy Land, but not one of them has 
permanently subdued the country, and 
established therein a distinct nation- 
nlty, 

The only explanation possible of this 
state of things appears to be that the 
Land is only just awaiting the home- 
coming of its ancient people, the Jews. 
The. Rev. Professor Blaikie, D.D., 
sums the matter up as follows: “All 
that we can say. is, that the country 


-is waiting for the people, and many 


of ihe people are looking to the coun- 
try, and that events seem to be stowly 
moving towards a constimation that 
will unite the two.” 


In what way the wonderful reforms 
now bein‘carried into permanent effect 
by British influence in Egypt will af- 
fect this project it is difficuit to fore- 
see. But it is not impossible of sup- 
position that the once fertile land of 
Goshen, and the Great Euphrates val- 
ley may, with Jewish capital, skill, and 
enterprise, be made once more to blos- 
som as the rose, To this end several 
sircumstances appear to be indepen- 
dently working.
